September presentation 

Steve Petty expanded on a presentation he gave at 
a regional meeting of the Liberty Seated Collectors 
Club at the Labor Day weekend show. 

The 20 cent piece was proposed in a presentation 
accepted by Congress almost a century before the first 
coins of that denomination were produced in 1875. 

In 1783 Thomas Jefferson proposed a “fifth or 
pistreen” piece. By the time coinage actually started in 
the 1790s, the “double-tenth” was dropped in favor of 
the quarter. 

Coinage of the odd-denomination coin started in 
1875 and ceased in 1878. Fewer than 1.4 million coins 
were minted, and most of those were struck in San 
Francisco in 1875.
